POLITICAL  PAGEANT

Ike  No  Candidate 

Like  most  people,  1  like  to  indulge  in  political  speculation  of  an 
amateurish  sort  at  times.  Although  two  years  remain  before  the  next 
presidential  elections,  it  might  be  interesting  to  review  the  major 
candidates  who  have  already  been  mentioned  as  possible  contenders 
for  the  Republican  nomination.  Why  there  is  so  much  interest  in 
the  candidacy  of  men  in  a  consistently  losing  party  is  hard  to  see,  but 
evidently  optimism  is  one  human  trait  that  is  common  even  to  poli- 

Until  a  few  days  ago,  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  was  mentioned 
more  than  any  other  man  for  this  honor.  Now  he  has  been  offered 
the  command  of  the  western  Europe  defense  forces,  a  position  for 
which  he  is  excellently  suited.

Fallon  Discusses 
Mental  Hospitals 

Guest  speaker  at  Mission  Fel¬ 
lowship  last  Wednesday  evening 
was  Don  Fallon,  former  Wartburg 
student  now  serving  his  theologi¬ 
cal  internship  in  Charles  City. 
Subject  of  Fallon’s  address  was 
his  work  at  the  mental  institution 
in  Norristown,  Pa.,  the  summer  of 
1949. 

"Psychiatry  doesn't  have  the 
answer  to  mental  illness,  The 
church  has  the  answer,  and  we  can 
use  psychiatric  methods  in  our  ap¬ 
proach.  The  need  here  is  for  a 
practical,  personal  Gospel,"  said 
the  speaker. 

Fallon  discussed  various  kinds 
of  mental  disorders  and  treat¬ 
ments.  He  expressed  the  view  that 
basic  insecurity  is  a  factor  in  all 
mental  cases  and  that  Christianity 
offers  a  cure  for  that  insecurity.
